From the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ As- 
sociation to The Aberdeen-Angus Journal on its 
Twenty-fifth Anniversary; much Aberdeen-Angus 
History has been written in the Quarter Century 
Span since the first Journal came off the Presses.

URING THIS PERIOD both the Jour- 
DL = and the Association have shared 
some lean and trying years in the 
form of depressions and drouths. Yet in 
the twenty-five year period since 1919 the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed has made the great- 
est progress in its history. peony 
On a historical occasion like this it is not 
out of place to reminisce. I well recall when 
the first edition of the Journal came to my 
office at the Penn. State College in the 
summer of 1919. It was a splendid issue 
of fifty pages, carrying an outstanding edi- 
torial, a number of constructive articles by 
breeders, splendid illustrations of represen- 
tatives of the breed and the advertisements 
of the outstanding breeders of the time. 
While many of these stalwarts of twenty- 
five years ago are gone, and their places 
have been taken by newer breeders building 
on the foundations which 
they established, there 
are still a surprising 
number of names of 
breeders of .a quarter 
century ago who are still 
active in Aberdeen-An- 
gus circles. The breed 
had been enjoying a 
period of popularity and 
prosperity and had been 
dependent upon general 
live stock papers for 
publicity, hence the new 
publication filled a cry- 
ing need for the increas- 
ed publicity of the breed. 
To better appreciate 
the present high status 
of the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed it would not be 
amiss to review some of 
the events in the quarter 
century since 1919. For 
what has happened in 
the past provides a val- 
uable lesson for guidance 
in the future. And 
through a better understanding of past mis- 
takes we can build more solidly for the days 
ahead. 
When the first Journal was published 
World War I was at an end. The nation

was gripped by a period of post war infla- 
tion. The years between 1915-1920 had wit- 
nessed great activity in the Aberdeen-An- 
gus camp. In 1917, five hundred thirty 
breeders joined the Association; a top rec- 
ord until 1938. Registrations in 1918 pass- 
ed the 25,000 mark which was an all time 
high. Transfers reached the peak in 1919 
with 28,228, exceeding 
registrations by nearly 
3000. The peak of sales 
activities was reached in 
1920 when 115 sales were 
held and 5342 cattle were 
sold for an average of 
$705.00 per head. 

Much has been written 
of the post-war decline 
of the 1920’s. That much 
of the trouble of this 
period was due to unwise 
credit expansion earlier 
there can be no doubt. 
Speculation had been rife 
in farm real_ estate. 
Many cattle sales of 1919 
and 1920 were on a “pa- 
per” basis. An idea of 
the extent of the decline 
which took place in 1921 
is shown in the $430.00 
drop in the Aberdeen- 
Angus sales’ average 
compared with 1920 
prices. This decline in a 
single year was both 
spectacular and tragic but it taught a les- 
son that is well remembered today. Current- 
ly Aberdeen-Angus are selling on a cash 
basis and at prices which are far below the 
peak of World War I days. The fact that 
prices have not gotten out of hand indicates 
that breeders are operating on a sound basis 
and suggests that any period of readjust- 
ment after the present war should be rela- 
tively mild. 

Added to the troubles of the post-war 
depression of the early 1920’s the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed also suffered from internal, 
political troubles. This combination of un- 
fortunate circumstances made for a drastic 
reduction in the business of the Association 
and its activities. Following the reorgani-

zation of the Association the breed again 
presented a united front, prices showed im- 
provement from the lows of a few years 
earlier, and it appeared that ahead was a 
period of smooth sailing. However, we were 
doomed to reckon with the depression of 
1929 to 1935, the drouth years of 1932 to 
1936, and the Stock Yards fire of 1934. This 
last catastrophe could well have sounded the 
complete breakdown of the pure bred Aber- 
deen-Angus Record Association except that 
the original records were saved in spite of 
the loss of pedigrees, herd books, breed his- 
tories, and general equipment. 

It is interesting to note that the prosper- 
ity of the Journal paralleled closely the 
progress of the breed. In the first years 
of the Journal, when the Association regis- 
tered and transferred a comparatively large 
number of cattle, we find that the semi- 
monthly issue usually consisted of from 
forty to sixty pages, and special editions up 
to one hundred pages. During the depth of 
the depression and the drouth it not only be- 
came necessary to change the paper from a 
bi-monthly to a monthly but it also lost its 
cover and many of the issues consisted of 
twelve pages. A less virile and tenacious 
editor with less faith in the breed than Fred 
would have given up the ship and tossed the 
Journal part of his business overboard, but 
Fred had Aberdeen-Angus cattle. He knew 
their worth and had faith in their future. 
As the interest of the breed increased fol- 
lowing the depression the size of the Journal 
again increased but not until 1936 was the 
colored cover restored and during the past 
few years it has not been uncommon for 
regular issues to exceed one hundred pages. 

In 1934 in the midst of drouth, depression, 
and stock yards fire the Association cele- 
brated its fiftieth anniversary. A great ex- 
hibit of Aberdeen-Angus breeding and fat 
cattle was held in connection with the In- 
ternational Live Stock Exposition. The 
event was given wide reaching publicity, 
stimulating interest in all parts of the coun- 
try. From that point on to the present day 
Aberdeen-Angus interest has shown a 
steady increase year by year. 

The promotional features of the Golden 
Jubilee and those niade possible in follow-

that’s true, and perhaps too much at- 

tention is paid to the kind of a head an 
animal has. However, “The Breed with a 
Record” must have Breed Character, and in 
the head is found much of that character. 

According to the Standard of Excellence 
of Aberdeen-Angus Cattle, as discussed in 
the forepart of every American Aberdeen- 
Angus Herd Book, the head should be as 
follows: Forehead: broad, short, slightly 
dished, clean cut with well defined poll, flat- 
ness being objectionable. Eyes: mild, full 
and expressive with good width between 
them. Distance from eyes to nostrils of 
moderate length. Nostrils wide and open. 
Ears of good medium size, well set, slightly 
erect and well covered with hair, 

Take a few minutes and study the head 
on the cover. The head is surely broad, 
short, dished and carries a well defined poll. 
From the picture, one can easily see the ex- 
pressive eyes, the shortness of the head and 
the ears with an abundance of hair. 

There may be some who pay too much 
attention to heads. But there are many who 
do not and that’s one good reason for the 
head of Blackbird of Prospect 2d 749927 
being used as the cover subject for the Sil- 
ver Anniversary Issue. 

Many of us who see herds in many sec- 
tions of the country, frequently look to the 
head first of all. Not that it is the most 
important, but because in the head, can us- 
ually be found the character of an animal. 
Frequently, too, as the head is. so conforms 
the body of the beast. It is seldom that one 
sees an animal with an excellent head, that 
this same animal does not have a far better 
body than the average. The heifer, Black- 
bird of Prospect 2d, has the head and the 
body to go with it. The commercial feeder, 
when selecting his feeder cattle prefers the 
short head, wide muzzle, for he recognizes 
that such a head usually grazes less time 
and secures more feed, thus putting on more 


weight in less 
time. 

There’s a little 
storv about how 
Great Oaks hap- 
pened to. get 
Blackbird of 
Prospect 2d. One 
dav some months 
ago. Mr. Howard 
L. McGregor, 
owner of Great 
Oaks; Howard L. 
McGregor, Jr., 
“Bob” Williams, 
manager of Great 
Oaks: and Mr. 
Arthur Witham headed for Canada for a 
day’s visit at different Ontario herds. Nat- 
urally they visited Edwards Brothers, and 
then went on toward London, stopping at 
Prospect Farms, owned by Mr. D. B. Wel- 
don. While Manager “Bob” was looking over 
some of the other cattle, Mr. Howard L. 
McGregor, senior, went on through the barn 
with Mr. Weldon and saw Blackbird of 
Prospect 2d, and asked Mr. Weldon would 
he be interested in selling the heifer. Mr. 
Weldon was not too much interested but 
offered to price the heifer, which he did, 
and Mr. McGregor stated he would take her. 
So when “Bob” came to the heifer’s pen, 
he immediately saw and liked her. and nat- 
urally wanted to add her to the Great Oaks 
herd. So the senior Mr. McGregor inform- 
ed Bob that he had already bought the heif- 
er, which pleased the young manager much. 

I doubt very much that Mr. McGregor a 
few years ago would have bought a heifer 
as quickly and at the price required to se- 
cure ownership of Blackbird of Prospect 
2d. But, the constant association with 
the herd, the manner in which Bob 
Williams has brought the herd along 
and the show cattle out, has caused him 
to become more and more interested. His

interest has brought more than a little 
knowledge of the type of beast he wants 
and the kind of a pedigree that produces 
show cattle. 

Blackbird of Prospect 2d has a right to a 
good pedigree and has it. She was calved 
January 3d, 1943, and is sired by Bandolier 
of Anoka 10th, a first prize winner at the 
International, also a full brother to Bando- 
lier of Anoka 6th, the 1937 International 
grand champion bull. Check through the 
pedigree as shown with these comments, 
Note the numbers of good cattle that are 
back of Blackbird of Prospect 2d. 

Mr. D. B. Weldon, a London, Ontario, 
business man, bred the heifer and though 
he does not have a large herd of eattle, he 
does have a well founded herd, and has the 
advice and assistance of Mr. T, Alex Ed- 
wards as to the herd bulls he uses, and 
other factors in the production, development 
and sale of his cattle. The Journal con- 
gratulates Mr. Weldon on breeding this fine 
heifer, and also congratulates Great Oaks 
Stock Farm on their purchase. She should 
add much to the herd which is one of the 
top herds in the country and a herd that 
will continue to improve as the vears come 
and go.

observation has been that it is not neces- 
sary to sacrifice any of the other desirable 
features of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in order 
to maintain the size and bone structure 
which are essential in making them at- 
tractive to the commercial producer, par- 
ticularly the range producer. There is no 
reason why we cannot have proper scale 
in the smooth, low-set, compactly built Ab- 
erdeen-Angus which we all so greatly ad- 
mire and which has come to, at least, com- 
mand the high respect of every fair minded 
cattleman. 

As evidence that the opinion is becoming 
quite prevalent that our Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle are in danger of losing some of their 
utility value, unless more attention is given 
to substance, everywhere I go, I hear this 
question discussed by both pure bred and 
commercial breeders. 

It is my opinion, to the detriment of the q 
breed, our important live stock shows of 
recent years have favored the pony-type, 
ultra-highly fitted animal so that to win In 
the show ring, the breeder must come for- 
ward with this kind of an entry. As.one 
who has personally led many show cattle to 
high places in all of the most important 
show rings of the United States and Can- 
ada, it would be unbecoming of me to speak 
disparagingly of the value of shows to live 
stock improvement. On the other hand, ! 
am unswervingly of the opinion that they 
have accomplished more than anv other one 
agency in the attainment of the near-per- 
fection that has been reached in our mod- 
ern breeds of live stock.

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IRST, I WOULD BUY A BULL and if 

you have never done this and are very 

critical, you will find it a real job. The 
bull should have a short, wide head, a short 
thick neck with lots of masculine character, 
straight top line and a good tail setting, 
deep body, well sprung ribs and_ short 
coupled with a leg on each corner. 

I would not care for an extremely short 
leg, or pony type for a bull of this type 
will never get your cows bred successfully 
without a pit, which is a lot of unnecessary 
work. Select a bull with a good family 
breeding and as many prize winning sires 
in his pedigree as you can get. Once you 
have found and bought your bull half of 
your troubles are over—if he proves to be 
a good. breeder. 

Having selected your bull than select 
your cows. I would buy young cows, or 
heifers so as to breed them to your own 
bull. First of all get females with good 
heads and feminine character, medium type, 
smooth—especially at rear end and at tail 
setting. A cow that is pinched at her pin 
bones will have trouble calving. Don’t pick 
them too big as coarseness and long legs 
usually go with the bigger cows. The med- 
ium type cow will produce the best calves, 
both bulls and heifers. I like a deep bodied, 
roomy cow, not too big, with lots of quality. 
Try to get your cows as much alike as 
possible. It would be best to get them, or 
most of them, at one place with the same 
blood lines. 

Never buy a plain bred cow if you want 
to make a successful breeder of high class 
cattle. Get a good standard family with 
good bulls in the pedigree. Better pay more 
for a few good ones that are well bred than 
to start with a lot of common ones. A good 
bull will improve the calves from a com- 
mon cow but if you ever expect to get to 
the top you must have good females with 
good blood lines. If the bottom line is plain 
you will always have a plain family. You 
can not change the bottom line by using 
good bulls so start right and you will not 
have to start over. I like style and flash in 
females more so than in bulls. I would buy 
them from a good reliable breeder and one 
who has produced a lot of good ones. There 
is no better proof of this than a good show 
record. Get your females as gentle as pos- 
sible as a nervous cow will produce nervous 
calves. Remember it is as important to 
have a good female as it is to have a good 
bull. 

Of course, before you have your herd 
selected and bought, you must have a suit- 
able place to keep them. I want to say 
right here and now that you do not have 
to own a farm first, because if you rent a 
good place for a term of years, the cattle 
will pay for the farm, if you start with the 
right. kind. 

’ Now for the care of a breeding herd. 
There are a lot of different ways and dif- 
ferent opinions on caring for cattle. If you 
want to do the job cheaply and without a

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lot of help you can run the bulls, also the 
calves, with the cows in summer, but by all 
means if you do this, have a creep for your 
calves and keep plenty of coarse ground, or 
shelled corn and whole oats, half and half, 
before them all the time. This will pay big 
dividends. 

The way we handle our herd is as fol- 
lows. We hand breed all our cows, never 
let the bull run with the herd, for running 
with the cows is too hard on a valuable 
bull. We have our calves coming all times 
of the year, thus stringing out the cows so 
that by giving one service a bull will take 
care of a lot of cows in a year and not hurt 
himself. 

Overstocking your, pastures is a poor 
practice. If you have pasture and feed for 
fifty cows you had better buy only twenty- 
five or thirty. We breed our heifers to 
calve at twenty-seven to thirty months of 
age. Do not get your heifers too fat before 


peat 


calving the first time, but feed them pretty 
good after they calve. Our cow herd gets 
silage and hay in winter, excepting some 
first calf heifers and very old cows. These 
are grained a little with the silage. 

Our silage is corn that will make seventy- 
five to one hundred bushels per acre with 
about one-fifth sargo planted with the corn. 
If you will feed all the silage the cows will 
clean up twice a day along with all the good 
hay—clover and timothy, or alfalfa—they 
will eat, you will not have to feed any 
grain. Give your cattle a dry, well bedded 
place to sleep in winter. “An animal well 
bedded is half fed”. 

Be sure you do not let your cows get thin 
before you start feeding them in the fall 
or early winter as this will save you feed. 
Our cows that calve after May Ist calve 
in the pasture and the calves run with them 
until they are about two months old, then 
they are transferred to another nasture 
near the barn where the calves can be taken

We use some nurse cows, but only for 
the extra good calves that we want to show 
or develop especially. We scarcely ever 
have to supply a nurse cow for a calf unless 
we want to show it, and a good nurse cow 
will pay big dividends on your best calves 
if you want. to bother with them. The way 
we care for our cattle necessitates a lot of 
work but you can not make a success of 
anything without work and effort. If you 
want to raise ordinary cattle care for them 
in the ordinary way and you will not get 
ahead for you usually get out of a thing 
what you put in it. If you want to raise a 
good crop of anything plant the best seed 
obtainable and care for it properly.

mercial standpoint. If this principle is not 
adhered to our shows are not fully accomp- 
lishing the purpose for which they are in- 
tended—the general betterment of the live 
stock industry. We cannot afford to lose 
sight of the fact that the ultimate end of 
our beef cattle is the block and when we 
fail to produce the kind that give the best 
account of themselves there, we are not ful- 
ly meeting our obligations to our breed. 

It should be obvious to everyone that the 
pure bred breeder cannot succeed unless he 
can find a satisfactory market for the ani- 
mals he produces for sale. In order that 
this may be possible, it is necessary to have 
an ever widening market in the commercial 
field. We must put more and more bulls 
into the herds of people who are actually 
producing beef. An ever increasing demand 
for our bulls from commercial producers 
will create a need for more pure bred herds 
which will naturally provide a market for 


more pure bred females. We must con- 
tinue to find new buyers for the products 
of our pure bred herds, or stagnate. For 
breeders to depend upon sales to each other 
would be nothing short of suicide for the 
pure bred industry. It would be the same 
as trying to lift oneself with one’s own boot 
straps. This is why it is of vital import- 
ance that we pure bred breeders do our job 
well by producing the kind of cattle which 
will most adequately meet the requirements 
of all classes of beef producers. 

So much for the Aberdeen-Angus of the 
future, now what of the future for Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle? Concerning this, I am 
one who is bubbling over with optimism. As 
stated earlier in this discussion, I believe 
we are on the threshold of the best era of 
our breed’s history, particularly if, as above 
stated, we produce the kind of cattle best 
suited to meet the requirements demande 
of them by practical beef raisers. We have

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HAT IS THE DIFFERENCE be- 

tween a “bull” and a herd sire? We 

might answer that by saying, “a bull 
sires calves,” “A herd sire sires good 
calves.” A breeder often refers to a good 
sire, or herd sire as prepotent. 

What is prepotency? It really is not the 
ability to sire good offspring. It is the 
ability to consistently pass along to the off- 
spring characters possessed by the parent. 

Webster says it is the “ability to trans- 
mit a character or charasteristics to the off- 
spring without regard to the other member 
of the cross.” 

That definition does not say anything 
about the kind of character transmitted. It 
may be good or bad but it must be trans- 
mitted pretty consistently and “ without 
regard to the other member of the cross.” 

A bull that consistently produces long 
legged, thick shouldered, low backed calves 
is prepotent according to the definition. He 
is just as prepotent as the bull that con- 
sistently sires short legged. smooth shoul- 
dered, tight framed calves. 

The term prepotent, can be applied to 
cows as well as to bulls. 

Let us here use the term “prepotency” as 
it is commonly used. Let us think of it as 
the ability to produce or sire good calves. 
A bull must transmit desirable characters 
and a sufficient number of those desirable 
characters so the calves are at least above 
average. 

The part of the definition: “ without 
regard to the other member of the cross” 
is the kernel of the whole thing. Those 
bulls that produce outstanding calves when 
mated to cows of certain type or pedigree 
only and those cows that produce show 
calves when mated to one bull and culls 
when mated to another are not prepotent. 
This is the result of “nicking” and is prob- 
ably the result of complementary factors. 
“Nicking’”’ means that each member of the 
mating contributed a portion of the genes 
that resulted in the “good offspring.” 

A bull that gets good calves “without 
regard to the other member of the cross” 
must be dominant for the desirable charac- 
ters and must be homozygous for a consid- 
erable portion of them. 

An illustration of dominance is the polled 
character of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. The 
horned character is said to be recessive. The 
term “homozygous” is less familiar to most 
of us than is the term “dominant”’. 

An animal gets at least two determiners. 
One from each parent, for every character 
he possesses. (There may be many determin- 
ers and modifying determiners affecting a 
particular character). 

The polled character of Aberdeen-Angus 
can be used to illustrate dominance and 
homozygosity. An animal that has the 
genes (or determiners) P. P. is polled. One 
that has pp is horned and each is homo- 
zygous. The polled animal can transmit 
only one kind of gene P. The horned animal 
ean likewise transmit to his offspring only 
one kind of gene which is p. If a homozyg- 
ous P. P. animal is mated to a homozygous 
pp animal, the offspring gets one gene from 
each so he is Pp. 

He is polled because this character is 
dominant but he is not homozygous, for this 
character because he can transmit either 
gene (only one to each calf) P or p. The 
Pp animal is said to be heterozygous for 
this particular character. If this heterozy-

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gous Pp bull is mated to a homozygous pp 
cow, half the offspring (theoretically) will 
receive the P gene and half of them will 
receive the p gene from the bull. The pp 
or horned cow can pass along only one kind 
of gene, which is p. When the genes com- 
bine in the offspring, half will be Pp or 
heterozygous polled and half will be pp 
homozygous horned. 

One of the encouraging things about ani- 
mal breeding is that undesirable characters 
are usually recessive. 

If two animals, one good and one poor in 
some particular character, are mated the 
chances are in favor of the “good” showing 
up in the offspring. 

If a bull is homozygous for desirable 
characters, he can not transmit poor genes 
just as the P. P. polled animal cannot trans- 
mit the character for horns. 

A bull that “nicks” may be heterozygous. 
The calves may get a determiner for desir-

able character from each parent. The bull 
that sires good calves regardless of the 
cows must be homozgous for a number of 
good characters. 

Don’t misunderstand me. I’m not sug- 
gesting that the bull that “nicks” should be 
“sold short.” No bull in the world will sire 
equally good calves from all cows to which 
he is mated. I’m merely trying to make 
clear the meaning of the terms “prepo- 
tency” and “nicking.” 

Nothing is all bad. Occasionally the mat- 
ing of two inferior animals with poor an- 
cestry will result in a good beast. He may 
look good but he is a poor prospect as a 
herd sire. He is probably the result of the 
chance combination of most of the good in 
each line. The chances of it happening 
again are pretty small. 


a good sire and a good dam is a much bet- 
ter risk as a sire than the chance good one, 
If in addition to a good sire and dam the 
bulls and cows in the next three genera- 
tions were good, and if in addition, he has 
good brothers and sisters then a large por- 
tion of the guess work is removed. 

A whole family of good ones don’t just 
“happen”. Like begets like if all available 
information is used so we may know what 
an animal is “like”. 

Study individuality. Study individuals in 
the three or four immediately preceding 
generations. Study the brothers and sisters 
of the bull in question. Study the pedigree 
from the standpoint of the pedigree of the 
cow herd to which the bull is to be mated. 
When all of this is assembled, make the best 
choice possible.

a tremendous field for development open to 
us in the West, the surface of which has 
barely been scratched. The South and East 
are, also, very much under-developed from 
the Aberdeen-Angus standpoint and even 
the agriculturally rich Mid-West, where the 
breed was first started on its road to fame 
in America, is still virgin territory in com- 
parison to the concentration of Aberdeen- 
Angus herds in the Mother land of Scotland. 

It is a matter of extreme importance to 
the future of our breed that pure bred Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle have not reached in- 
flationary values during recent years of 
high prices for nearly everything. It is 
true, of course, that they are selling at con- 
siderably higher figures than prevailed dur- 
ing the depression years but. at that time, 
values were very much below what they 
should have been—they were really out of 
line with kindred products, and the better 
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prices they are bringing now reflect only an 
adjustment of this discrepancy. Another g 
condition which adds to the favorable out- 
look for the breed is that our business is on 
a very sound basis—a cash basis, if you 
please. : 

Most authorities seem to agree that fol- 
lowing the end of the war which is almost 
certain to come soon, our country will wit- 
ness an era of good times, and any general 
prosperity will certainly be shared by our 
farmers and live stock breeders, because for 
a number of years, at least, food is going to 
be of paramount importance. So, everything 
considered, Aberdeen-Angus breeders face 
a bright future and the prosperous perl 
that is in store for them will be greatly 
prolonged if we continue to improve our 
cattle and, at the same time, maintain our 
breeding operations on a sound and practic- 
al basis.

ROM THE TIME it emerged from the 

narrow confines of the north eastern 

corner of Scotland, until breaking down 
all barriers of distance and climate, it estab- 
lished for itself a permanent abode in every 
cattle raising country of the globe; the his- 
tory of Aberdeen-Angus cattle has been of 
steady progress and brilliant achievement. 

No breed of cattle has spread so rapidly 
to new homes as has the Aberdeen-Angus, 
considering the comparatively short period 
that has elapsed since its existence. Every 
changing condition to which it has been sub- 
jected has confirmed the breed in its new 
homes and has opened up new avenues for 
further development and the progress has 
been built upon the application of practical 
tests to which all beef breeds have in com- 
mon been subjected. 

While some of the early history of Aber- 
deen-Angus has been lost in the unwritten 
annals of the agricultural era of the 
seventeeth and eighteenth centuries, most of 
us are familiar with the fact that our cattle 
originate from the two adjacent counties of 
Aberdeenshire and Angusshire, two local 
Bovine strains were developed known in 
Buchan of Aberdeenshire as hummel or 
humlies and in Angusshire as dodded or 
doddies. From the old doddies of Angus 
and the hummel cattle of Aberdeenshire, 
which were of similar origin and character, 
there can clearly be traced the present Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breed and it is from these 
cradles that the breed took its name. 

Conceding that history is after all but the 
outcome of individual effort, the three 
Scotchmen who stand out as most influen- 
tial in this early history are Hugh Watson, 
regarded by historians as the early improv- 
er of the breed; Wm. McCombie, the master 
builder and Sir George Macpherson Grant, 
the builder of families. It is to the studious 
single purposed selection and breeding of 
these three conservative Scotchmen and oth- 
ers that the world is indebted for the Aber- 
deen-Angus breed and the unexcelled beef 
of today. 


Early in our breed’s history agricultural 
societies were organized. Both church and 
state encouraged improvement in native 
stock. The church was largely responsible 
for the establishment of great Scotch fairs 
or Trysts. Public gatherings throughout 
the ages whether military, religious. or ju- 
dicial which brought together widely scat- 
tered populations have always been utilized 
as opportunities for commerce. It was 
these fairs and gatherings that gave the 
opportunity to advertise and popularize the 
merits of the Aberdeen-Angus and raised 
their position from a local to that of a na- 
tional and international breed. It has been 
and still is the stock show in our own coun- 
try that is responsible for the promotion of 
our breed. Competing, choosing the best, 
and publicizing—thus promotion and growth 
is assured. 

The chapter of early history entitled 
“World Recognition of Aberdeen-Angus 
Cattle” casts a real glow of glory over 
them. Through their phenomenal success 
in the short period of eleven years they re- 
ceived an impetus such as had never been 


MRS.

obtained before. During this short period 
several events marked and established this 
phenomenal record. Stating briefly: This 
consisted of almost total winnings in inter- 
breed competition for foreign bred cattle, for 
best beef producing cattle, and for best ani- 
mals for breeding purposes, in various in- 
ternational shows and expositions in France. 

The stamp of approval, superiority, and 
unprecedented popularity were given the 
Blacks in the United Kingdom as a result 
of the establishing of an Aberdeen-Angus 
herd by Queen Victoria. Also quite as im- 
pressive and influential was the purchase 
of the Blacks by the French Monarch, Em- 
peror Napoleon.

after all, although it is admitted that the 
soybean is really a very nice bean for cer- 
tain purposes. For instance the oil is a 
very fine slick oily oil considered good for 
some cooking jobs and properly mixed it 
will help some types of stummick ache. 
Once the oil is squeezed out of the bean the 
residue may be used to manufacture all 
kinds of things from automobile steering 
wheels to the individual tooth pick. Also, 
the bean meal is considered quite good cow 
feed especially when mixed with other 
things such as yellow corn and whole oats. 
A while back it looked for a time like the 
soybean would really be a serious compet- 
itor of the beef steer when it was found 
you could sprout the beans in a milk bottle 
and then eat these little sprouts like you’d 
eat mushrooms or little green onions. My

went on this sprout diet did OK for a day 
or so but when they were put to hard labor 
they couldn’t stand the grind and had to go 
on back to meat and potatoes before they 
passed out cold. 

I have also been reliably advised that the 
synthetic meat idea is only a flash in the 
pan and that the whole plan was thought of 
in the first place by a fellow who ran short 
on red points and who dreamed the whole 
thing up as a possible short 
cut to good eating. 

People have been raising and 
eating cattle now for ever so 
long and the chances are 
they’ll keep this up somewhat 
along the same line although 
there will no doubt be some 
minor changes after the heinies 
and the stinkies are finally 
flattened. Most people are not 
going to like it at all if they’re 
unable to get respectable beef 
again after the war and so all 
in all I look for a beef market 
come the war’s end. Anyone 
with a lick of sense has little 
or no objection to the junk we 
now have called beef at some 
of the local counters because 
they figure the fighters are 
getting the best, but most of 
them are sure anxious for 
some good stuff afterward. 

The most important part of 
the beef business is making 
the beef in the first place and 
breeders of pure bred cattle are responsible 
in a large measure for the kind it will be 
so each man in the pure bred business 
should here and now resolve that he will do 
all he can to see that beef of the future is 
of the kind that will in no way detract from 
the product as a whole. What I mean is 
that he must consider what the consumers 
really want. 

Now I have been a beef eater for several 
years and during this time I have had oc- 
casion to observe various other beef eaters 
and so I feel I am thoroughly qualified to

the loin. You will find three kinds mainly 
here, T-bone, porterhouse, and sirloin and 
your choice depends somewhat on where you 
were raised and on how well you like to 
pick up the bone and gnaw off the small 
bits after the steak is theoretically finished. 
Steaks from the loin cost more than any 
other and are eaten more often by those 
who can afford them although 
you'll find numerous people 
who go out on a spree to eat 
one who can’t afford it but 
who must have their fling. In- 
asmuch as the loin steaks 
bring most money, the farmer 
who raises beef should natur- 
ally try to get as much as he 
can on this particular region 
before the steer is killed. There 
has been only one method so 
far discovered to make a loin 
bigger and that is bv breeding 
and raising the kind of cattle 
who just naturally have big 
loins. Jerseys, Holsteins, and 
scrubs have sorry loins indeed. 
The best part of a steak is the 
lean meat, with the fat, bone, 
and gristle coming in second, 
third, and fourth in that order 
although there could be some 
argument about the last two. 
You can either eat a steak raw 
or you can cook it. Most peo- 
ple like them cooked, the ob- 
ject being to get them hot and melt a little 
of the fat which will trickle around through 
the lean and make them taste better. Since 
the lean meat is most desirable, the only 
object in having the fat is to make the 
lean taste better and also to make it more 
tender. You can therefore have too much 
fat. About one inch on the outside of the 
lean is about right but four inches is too 
much. Since there is no reduction in price 
for fat at the meat counter, a lot of outside 
fat makes the lean cost too much. 

There are various ways of cooking steak. 
You can have them rare, medium, or well 
done and then you can get them burned. No 
one likes them burned which makes it dif- 
ficult to understand why some cooks con- 
tinue the practice. Of course, we have thick 
steak and thin steak. Thin steaks are ab- 
solutely no account and should never be 


There is rib roast for example and rump 
roast, chuck roast, pot roast, and roast at 
large. The best is considered to be the rib 
roast, proof of which lies in the fact that 
beef eaters pay more for this than for any 
other roast. Rump roast is really better 
than the name sounds, and chuck roast 
comes from up front around the shoulder, 
No one seems to know where the name 
chuck comes from—it is quite possible that 
it was named for a fellow by the name of 
Chuck. I have eaten roast beef for many 
years and I can truthfully say that the rib 
is the best, but the rump and chuck are also 
good provided they are not cut from a Guern- 
sey and if they’re properly cooked, sliced, 
and served. As with steak. the lean meat 
is most pleasing to most people with the 
fat being thrown in only to help out the 
lean. 

We also have pot roast. The first re- 
quirement for pot roast is a pot. You brown 
the meat and put some water in the pot if 
the meat is tough—clean water is best— 
then you drop in little or big hunks of meat 
ranging in size from one by one and a half 
inches to slightly under a foot square. You 
simmer this for a while and then vou put in 
some carrots, potatoes, maybe cabbage, 
turnips and a little onion or such other veg- 
etables as you may have on hand if you 
want to. Navy beans are not considered 
very good. You go ahead and simmer this 
for anywhere from a half hour to a half 
day and then you serve it only to the fam- 
ily. If you have guests coming pot roast is 
not recommended. It is alright for rela- 
tives. Pot roast is a very good washday 
dish and is also fine for budget balancing. 

We also have beef stew. You'll find it 
everywhere and no two batches are alike. 
Some will have beef in it, some will not. In 
my opinion, beef stew should be _standard- 
ized as I feel that certain public eating 
houses are misrepresenting their soup and 
are swindling the public. If properly made, 
beef stew is similar to pot roast except that 
it contains more water and can therefore be 
eaten with a spoon. Rice or potatoes may 
either be used in beef stew depending on 
your nationality and your appetite. You eat 
beef stew in beaneries usually with stale 
crackers or rye bread, and like with pot 
roast it is a very good dish for people sho 
on cash.

S in past articles I begin by stating 

that I am not posing as an expert in 

any line of the cattle business, either 
in buying or selling, fitting or showing, 
judging or advising, however it is my lot to 
attend a great many sales of cattle each 
season and to come in contact with both the 
buyers and sellers of the offerings. 

I do not know what weight my ideas con- 
cerning an auction will carry. however if 
even a very few strive to make improve- 
ments to their auction set-ups this article 
will seem to me to be of great value, for 
some of the items to be mentioned can 
greatly affect the total income noted on 
future sales. 

First a word about the usual sale ring 
and the component parts of the set-up for 
the purpose of distributing an offering. The 
buyers on the seats are present to select 
and purchase cattle as cheaply as possible, 
they come to buy and not to spend and de- 
sire to make their purchases as reasonably 
as possible; the man with the cattle to sell 
is interested in obtaining as much money 
as possible from his offering; the auction- 
eer on the block is interested in pleasing 
both parties and it is up to him to know 
when the final bid has been made before 
dropping the hammer, yet in order to do 
this he must have a fair idea of values of 
cattle and no little knowledge of the breed- 
ing and pedigrees represented; the ringmen 
representing various publications have obli- 
gations also, they represent both buyer and 
seller, the man holding the sale has spent 
money with them to advertise the event in 
order to draw a good crowd, and they wish 
to help him have a good sale. at the same 
time they represent those men seated before 
them and must keep the bids straight at all 
times, must prevent a quick bidder from 
raising his own bid and see to it that each 
bidder has placed his final bid before the 
hammer falls and also watch the occasional 
bidder to make sure he is through bidding. 

Since these fieldmen remain after the 
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event to present their bills, (for all sale ac- 
counts are due on sale day), we find our- 
selves in an extremely good position to 
know the reactions of both the buyers and 
sellers, whether each thinks the sale has 
been a success and also to learn first hand 
what objections are made about the sale, 
also from both buyer and seller. 

Since most of the fall sales will be held in 
pavilions, wheré heating arrangements are 
possible, it will probably be hard to work 
many improvements in the seating arrange- 
ments and arrangement of the ring itself. 
However several sales will be held in tents 
and in large buildings at colleges or county 
fair grounds, where seating arrangements 
and the rings must be constructed. Let us 
take time to analyze a few faults that can 
be corrected. 

First of all the sale ring—The ring should 
be large enough to display the cattle, but 
try to eliminate the long narrow type of 
sale ring for that kind of a ring is subject 
to serious faults, one is that the cattle on 
entering the ring have an_ opportunity 
to break away from the man at the halter, 
have time to get up speed before reaching 
the far end of the ring and I have seen the 


most gentle cow in the barn become upset 
and rant around until she depreciated her 
value in the sale by at least a hundred dol- 
lars. Another objection is that the ringman 
at the far end of the ring is out of contact 
with the auctioneer and several times the 
past seasons I have noted that the occasion- 
al flash bidder failed to get in a bid just as 
the hammer went down. That might have 
meant a five dollar increase in value or an- 
other spurt upwards for an additional fifty. 

I prefer a slightly oblong sale ring with 
the auction box in the center of one long 
side, with gates on both sides of the. box, 
one for the cattle to enter and one for the 
exit. The entrance gate should be hung to 
swing into the ring, and have good solid 
hinges and above all an easily workable 
latch that is both strong and stable. A chute 
should be constructed leading to the en- 
trance of the ring, a chute made solid on 
the outside wall so that visitors can not 
climb up onto the chute and frighten the 
cattle waiting to be sold. This also elimin- 
ates any possibility of an animal getting a 
leg through the chute if they should try to 
turn around. Most chutes are subject to 
this since the chute must accommodate both 
the largest and smallest animals to sell. 
This chute should be long enough so that 
three animals at least can be kept in reserve 
for the ring. 

The exit gate can be made to swing either 
way, but should also have a chute to lead 
back into the barn, or at least outside the 
tent or away from the ring. This serves 
two purposes, keeps the cattle moving away 
from the ring itself and completely blocks 
access to the auctioneer’s stand. eliminating 
the possibility of anyone getting over be- 
hind the box during the sale, and serves to 
keep all buyers out in front in full view of 
the auctioneer. 

Seats for the customers should be both

safe and as comfortable as possible. I like 
the bleacher type of seats when they are 
well braced and I mean braced to stay up 
under any crowd. This type seat provides 
a clear view of the ring for all present and 
also places the buyers in a position where 


they can easily be seen by the ringmen and 
the auctioneer. The first row of seats should 
be about four feet from the ring. leaving 
room for the ringmen to work without be- 
ing backed tight against the fence. Ring- 
men like a comfortable place to work, espec- 
ially if they have six sales to attend each 
week, also being pressed up against the 
fence insures ruining a suit so that it is not 
wearable until it is cleaned and few ring- 
men carry six suits along on a trip, in fact 
I doubt if many own six suits to begin with. 

Now those folks on the seats want to see 
the cattle in the ring. This means that 
lights should be shaded and placed low 
enough so that the direct light from the 
bulb does not blind the spectators, nor 
should it interfere with the auctioneer’s 
view of the people on the seats. In men- 
tioning light I want to call attention to win- 
dows on the south and west sides of pa- 
vilions. Windows on those sides of the barn 
should be painted with whiting or covered 
with blankets or sacking, especially when 
the windows are on a line with the top row 
of seats for it is impossible to see against a 
light window. Since this means perhaps 
missing a chance bid from anyone seated 
high in the gallery it makes it cheap insur- 
ance to cover the windows some way t0 
eliminate this factor of light hindrance, 
especially is this true during fall sales when 
the sun is lower in the sky. 

Another must item is a public address 
system for the auctioneer regardless of the 
size of the pavilion. The reasons are sev- 
eral, including the elimination of outside in- 
terference in the form of street noise, barn 
noise and visiting of persons outside the 
tent or around the pavilion, passing trains, 
murmurs of the crowd and noise of the men 
handling the cattle to the ring. Also any 
eating stand should be far enough away t

bred bulls into the commercial trade. This 
simply .means that new breeders must be 
given help and advice in order that they can 
make a success of their business and the 
commercial man must be supplied with the 
type of bull that can go out and improve 
his herd and produce better calves. 

Our Aberdeen-Angus breed has led, and 
is still leading, all other breeds in growth 
and in inter-breed competition. We are the 
“Fastest Growing Breed.” We are “The 
Breed with a Record.” Can we hold and 
improve our record? Can we hold our claim 
to “The Fastest Growing Breed?” I know 
we can if we keep our feet on the ground 
and keep away from extremes of type. I 
know we can if we remember how we got 
that record, and the kind of cattle that made 
it for us. I know we can if we remember 
our obligations to the new breeders and give 
them a chance to succeed. 

Our claim to “The Fastest Growing 
Breed” was established through the super- 
iority of Aberdeen-Angus, over the other 
breeds, in their ability to turn home grown 
feed into quality beef. They did this faster 
and more economically and they produced a 
quality of beef that could not be equalled 
by any other breed. These facts became 
generally recognized and the demand for 
our cattle increased and kept on increasing 
until our rate of growth surpassed all other 
breeds. 

Our slogan “The Breed with a Record” 
was established on the record of our steer 
winnings in inter-breed competition, where, 
over a period of some forty years we won 
approximately sixty percent of all steer 
championships, leaving the balance to be 
divided among the other breeds and cross- 
breeds. We won these championships be- 
cause of the ability of our breed to produce 
the kind of steers that cut carcasses of qual- 
ity meat with a maximum of the better cuts 
and a minimum of waste. 

The foundation of our Aberdeen-Angus 
business is grass, roughage and home grown 
grains with the kind of cattle that can con- 
sume large quantities of them. and quickly 
turn them into quality beef. Our females 
must have the capacity to consume large 
quantities of grass and roughage and on 
that feed produce a big lusty calf each year 
that, at weaning time, will weigh 400-500 
lbs. Our bulls must be thick and deep with 
plenty of bone, medium size, reasonably 
short in the leg and above all things have 
plenty of masculinity. That is the kind of 
cattle on which we made our record. That 
is the kind of cattle that have been profit- 
able and always will be profitable. That is 
the kind we must raise and sell to our new 
breeders and that is the kind and the only 
kind on which we can maintain our record. 

We, as a nation, are prone to go to ex- 
tremes. We, as Aberdeen-Angus breeders, 
have gone and are still going to extremes. 
Over a period of years we have improved 
and modernized our type to what became 
the standard, or ideal type. This was the 
type that produced our champion steers. 
This was the type that gave us steers that 
finished out at 15-17 months of age, weigh-

ing 950-1050 ibs. This was the type the 
butchers were willing to pay a premium 
for. This was the type, and is still the 
type, that made our breed famous and in 
ever-increasing demand. This type was 
evolved by breeding our cattle shorter in the 
legs and more compact in the body. When 
we arrived at the ideal type. we were not 
content. We wanted even shorter legs and 
even more compact bodies. We went to fur- 
ther extremes—to a “pony” type. Show 
yard competition increased and we got our 
cattle fatter and fatter. It got almost to 
the point when we were in a competition of 
herdsmen and fitters rather than a show 
of cattle. The fatter they were the higher 
they stood. We got to fitting our cattle high- 
er and higher for our auction sales. We im- 
paired or ruined the breeding ability of 
these cattle by overfitting. 

Fortunately, we have not gone so far that 
we can’t back up and come back down to 
Earth. The war has stopped the majority 
dangerous ground. We don’t need to change 
our type. We just need to get back to the 
type that put our breed on the map. 

We still and probably always will sell 
beef by the pound. Weight for age is still 
and always will be an important factor in 
beef production. Femininity and capacity 
to consume large quantities of roughage are 
still and always will be important qualities 
in our breeding females. Masculinity, 
thickness and scale will always be the out- 
standing qualifications in our herd bulls. 
Keep to the middle of the road. Not too 
big. Not too small. Yes, we want them 
short legged but not so short that they can’t 
function under normal, common sense con- 
ditions. Yes, we want compact bodies but 
not so compact as to lose the capacity to 
eat and prosper on our good home grown 
feed. Yes, we want our show and sale cat- 
tle fat enough to look attractive but not so 
fat as to impair their breeding abilities. 

Now is the time to think things over and 
of our major shows. We now have time to 


think things over and to decide ' 
want to continue on the same ee 
—— to a sense, 

ur new breeders and our youn b 
ers are confused and need help. yy 
these little undersized cattle standing at the 
head of the class. They are full of milk fat 
as pigs and look pretty from the ringside 
and auction seats. They buy them because 
they think this is the kind they should have 
They take them home and under normal 
common sense herd management the milk 
fat quickly melts and they have nothing 
left. These “pony” cattle have no capacity 
for grass and other home grown feeds. The 
huge majority of the new breeders, and the 
older breeders too, can’t have experienced 
herdsmen. They can’t keep a string of nurse 
cows. They have got to have cattle that 
can grow and develop on good home grown 
grain and roughage. They have got to have 
cattle with the capacity to assume this home 
grown feed and get fat on it. 

If we keep on with this “pony” or “watch 
charm” type, we are going to lose those 
things that put our breed on the map. We 
are going to lose that strong straight top 
line and that long level rump.

We are going to lose the util- 
ity value of our cattle. Right now we ap- 
pear to have two types, a show tyne anda 
utility type. The type that is winning in 
our shows is useless to the commercial man. 
They are too short legged to do the job un- 
der his conditions. They don’t have the 
capacity to grow and develop under his con- 
ditions. When we forget what the commer- 
cial man wants, what the feeder wants and 
what the butcher wants, we are on mighty 
decide where we are going from here. This 
war will be over some of these days and we 
will again start our shows. Our Association 
and our breed paper can take the lead. Free 
expression of opinions, pro and con, is now 
in order.

O ONE KNOWS FOR SURE when or 
N where the first auction was held but 

the method of selling has been au- 
thentically traced back to the days of the 
early Romans, which is quite far enough. 
It is recorded that they sold their captured 
war booty, including women, at auction and 
at one time part of the Roman Empire was 
sold at auction. 

Be that all as it may, the auction way 
of getting buyer and seller together has 
developed until today it is a great business 
institution that quickly disposes of millions 
of dollars worth of diversified property ev- 
ery day of the week, month, and year. 

Most of the tobacco and raw furs are so 
sold. In the hey-day of the horse most 
horse markets were conducted the auction 
way, as so they are today. Art treasures 
of every kind, rare furniture, paintings, ori- 
ental rugs and jewelry are passed on to the 
collectors of such under the auctioneer’s 
hammer. Great markets have sprung up 
over the entire country, known as commun- 
ity sales or sale pavilions where thousands 
of buyers daily fill their needs in both feed- 
er and fat hogs, cattle and sheep, real estate 
auctions grow in popularity as the years 
pass and the public becomes more auction 
minded. 

The system will continue to grow and ex- 
pand as the profession develops competent 
men whom the seller can trust to properly 
and efficiently present his offering to the 
public. Fortunately thousands of young men 
with keen minds and the necessary founda- 
tions of ambition and initiative are prepar- 
ing themselves for a life time profession 
that will unfold in an unprecedented way in 
the years to come. In passing, may I say

Seeking the High Dollar for the Object on Offer 


from thirty-seven years of experience, 
that leadership in the auction field comes 
no easier than does leadership come in 
any other field of endeavor. A good 
voice and the ability to cry bids are es- 
sential, of course, and a necessary foun- 
dation, but unless salesmanship, a thor- 
ough knowledge of the commodity to be 
sold and the ability to present these 
things in persuasive arguments are a 
part of the auctioneer’s equipment, then 
he shall find the leadership has passed 
him by for another more competent. 

Now for a few remarks concerning 
pure bred auctions. Certainly there is 
no branch of the auction field that has 
grown in popularity faster or become 
more firmly entrenched than have they. 
Auctions have become the barometer of 
pure bred prices and as goes the auction 
values so goes the private sale prices. It is 
by auction that certain breeders establish 
their reputation. The reputation of certain 
bulls or families of a breed are established 
in one day by auction. 

I sometimes wonder if “sale day” receives 
the attention of the seller, to the full ex- 
tent it should, as to all the details of ar- 
rangement for the comfort of the visitors, 
the presentation of the offering and gen- 
eral surroundings that goes to inspire con- 
fidence. A pure bred farm should be looked 
upon as a manufacturing plant. or factory, 
where a highly specialized product is being 
manufactured. No manufactured product is 
any better than the maker’s name behind 
it and if the sale arrangements show lack 
of attention to detail it may enter the buy- 
er’s mind that perhaps carelessness has en- 
tered into the breeding program. 


By this I do not mean that all pure bred 
farms must have extravagant buildings and 
evidence of great investments in equipment, 
but when one goes to a farm with fences 
broken down, farm machinery scattered 
about, weeds growing all over the farm 
yard, and boards with nails sticking up scat- 
tered about the lots, it is not conducive to 
confidence. We have all attended sales 
where the improvements were meager, but, 
there was an air of neatness about the place 
that inspired confidence and the satisfact- 
ory sale average attested to the belief in the 
seller’s product. : 


Were you to walk into a bank to find 
everything strewn about, with ledgers on 
the customers desks, money stacked here 
and there about the bank you would im- 
mediately size that banker up as incompe- 
tent to handle your funds. Were vou ever 
attracted to buy at a store where the 
merchandise was heaped in crumpled piles 
and dirt and rubbish littered the aisles? 
Did you ever crave a new automobile that 
wasn’t shined up but rather covered with 
dust and scratches? No, nor you never 
will. Let’s apply our reactions to the above 
thoughts to our own business.

income so details that can be looked after 
at sale time may add handsomely to the sale 
results and help to establish a reputation 
that will carry throughout the years to 
come. 

I presume one of the biggest losses comes 
from poor presentation of the cattle. Lack 
of fitting, poorly groomed coats and unman- 
ageable cattle exact a terrible toll. That can 
be testified to by the fact that I have seen 
cattle sold at auction double and treble in 
sale price in a short time in the hands of 
another breeder. There certainly is a legi- 
timate excuse now because of feed and help 
situation, but I noticed it has been the chief 
fault even when we had fifteen cent corn 
and men begging for work. The thing that 
prompts you to buy new commodities is the 
desire to own something that looks better 
than what you now have. So, unless your 
cattle look better than the ones the other 
fellow has at home he may not want: to 
change. 

The two main things in making pure bred 
auctions even greater successes, and at the 
same time establishing your herd’s reputa- 
tion and enhancing your profits, is to make 
the surroundings neat and presentable and 
do all within your knowledge and power to 
lead in well groomed and fitted, manageable 
cattle. 

One other thing to remember is that a 
successful auction demands an _ interested 
audience; the larger that audience the keen- 
er the competition for ownership when the 
animals appear in the auction ring. Proper 
publicity, accompanied by good illustrations 
in both the breed and farm publications as 
well as your sale catalogs carry a convinc- 
ing appeal that never fails to attract the 
proper type of buyers. Good advertising 
pays a big dividend at sale time. 

Just one other thought, keep lunch and 
refreshment stands far enough from the 
auction ring that the roundabout conver- 
sation doesn’t conflict with the auction. 

I presume the perfect auction arrange- 
ments will never be, as perfection is reach- 
ed in few things handled by human beings, 
but we all know it pays to attempt it at 
least.

day qualities of this breed trace back to the 
ideals and the constructive work of Hugh 
Watson of Keillor, William McCombie of 
Tillyfour, Sir George McPherson Grant and 
other early breeders, and that there have 
been further improvements and_ specific 
qualities contributed by recent and present 
day breeders. Not only have the Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders in America very definitely 
improved the average of this great and very 
popular breed and produced many superior 
animals, but a few breeders have earned 
the right to be called “constructive breed- 
ers” in that through successive cattle gener- 
ations they have brought about improve- 
ment in their herds. 

The beef cattle in this country today are 
the result of years of improvement by se- 
lective breeding carried on by many breed- 
ers in Great Britain, Canada and the United 
States.

A year or two, at the best, after the War 
is over will find Europe as well as Asia 
pretty well started back on their own food 
program.

There will be 
hundreds and thousands of these war-torn 
people who never tilled the soil before who 
will turn to it as a means to avoid starva- 
tion.

6. To work with and gather information 
from land grant colleges on the ways and 
means to increase the efficiency of hand- 
ling breeding herds and feeding cattle.

UNPRECEDENTED BEEF SUPPLY 
FOR NEXT FIVE MONTHS. 


With prospects for unprecedented supplies 
of cattle producing lean beef being avail- 
able to consumers this fall every effort is 
to be made by the entire live stock and meat 
industry to assist the homemaker and other 
users of meat in the proper preparation of 
beef of these grades. 

The outlook for increased supplies was 
discussed at a two-day meeting in Chicago 
Wednesday and yesterday, (July 26th and 
27th) called by the American National Live 
Stock Association, representing cattlemen 
of the United States. Participating in the 
sessions were various other live stock or- 
ganizations, the American Meat Institute, 
the National Live Stock and Meat Board, 
National Association of Retail Meat Deal- 
ers, the National Association of Food 
Chains, the National Association of Retail 
Grocers, the Super Market Institute, the 
Office of Price Administration and the War 
Food Administration. 

A consumer program will be necessary, 
according to F. E. Mollin, Secretary of the 
American National, in view of the move- 
ment on foot to reduce the record number 
of grass-fed range cattle now on ranches 
and farms. 

Government estimates indicate there were 
82,000,000 head of cattle in the country on 
January 1, 1944.

No offering of sale cattle can be better 
than the herds from which the several con- 
signments come, and no herd can produce 
cattle better than the kind of herd sires 
they have in service and the kind of cows 
to which the bulls are mated.

ing years through the improvement in As- 
sociation finances, have done much to stim- 
ulate Aberdeen-Angus interest in sections 
of the country other than the Corn Belt. 
While the corn belt states still lead in the 
number of breeders, and in the number of 
registered Aberdeen - Angus cattle, the 
growth of the breed along the eastern sea- 
board, in the deep south, the southwest and 
the west, has been little short of phenom- 
enal. 

Contributing to this expansion has been 
the attractive breed literature containing 
the outstanding record of inter-breed win- 
nings of Aberdeen-Angus in fat cattle com- 
petition, literature which has been widely 
distributed in all sections of the country. 
Through the Association’s field service, lit- 
erature and advertising, the superior beef 
producing qualities of the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed and the advantages of their polled 
heads and uniformity of appearance, and the 
prepotency of the Aberdeen-Angus sire in 
transmitting these qualities to his offspring 
has been stressed.

Top at $18.25 


Highest steer price on the Chicago 
market since August of 1937 was esta- 
blished August 2d by a 1230 pound 
Aberdeen-Angus steer selling at $18.25; 
35¢c above the next highest price. Owner 
and feeder was Tilden Berg, of Mc- 
Donough County, Illinois. The $18.25 
steer originated in the Sand Hills of 
Nebraska and was a member of a con- 
signment being fed for the 1943 Chi- 
cago Fat Stock Show, but was over- 
looked when his mates were loaded out. 

A number of other top Aberdeen- 
Angus sales were made in Chicago the 
past month. July 24th Charles Schrader, 
Clinton County, Iowa, topped at $17.60 
with thirty-seven head of 1156 pound 
Aberdeen-Angus. July 10th Glenn 
Boroff, Mercer County, Illinois, set two 
tops with a load of 849 pound mixed 
steers and heifers. The price of $17.25 
was the top for light loads and also 
for mixed cattle. July 6th E. Magnu- 
son, Bureau County, Illinois, topped the 
yearling division at $17.25 with twenty- 
seven head of 1077 pound Aberdeen- 
Angus. On July 10th George Coombs, 
McDonough County, Illinois, sold 912 
pound Aberdeen-Angus heifers at

For ten straight years W. C. Cal- 
houn, of Morgan County, Illinois, has 
never failed to market his year’s Aber- 
deen-Angus production at the top of 
their class on the Chicago Market, or 
at the day’s extreme top. On May 17th 
he kept up his reputation by selling 
twenty head of Aberdeen-Angus steers 
and heifers, averaging 846 pounds, at 
$16.25, top price for mixed loads.

National Entries are Due 


Entries for the Third National Aberdeen-Angus Sale and Show in 
Chicago the first week in March are now being received. Official entry 
blanks are ready and can be secured from the Association office. 

All cattle entered must have been bred by the consignor, or dropped 
the property of the consignor. Entries will close November Ist to allow 
sufficient time to inspect all cattle. 
subject to cancellation or substitution up to January Ist. All cattle 
entered must have been calved after January 1, 1942. 

The sale committee plans to sell 300 head of cattle in the 1945 Na- 
tional. Of this number not more than 75 will be bulls.

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N THE PAST twelve months the live 
I stock and meat industry has continued 

to play a vital part in this war. Al- 
though our farm and ranch population is 
about four million less than in World War 
I, we will produce this year at least 9 bil- 
lion more pounds of meat than we produced 
annually in that war. 

I am sure there has never been an emerg- 
ency in which the importance of meat has 
been so much emphasized by the nation’s 
leaders. Our armed forces will use more 
than 4 billion pounds of meat this year and 
we will ship at least 3 billion pounds to our 
Allies overseas. After meeting these needs, 
according to government estimates we’ll 
consume about 145 pounds per person on 
the home front—probably around 8 pounds 
more per person than we consumed last 
year. 

In studying the reports of the National Live 
Stock and Meat Board’s accomplishments of 
this past year, I’ve been impressed with the 
scope of the program for meat. There have 
never been so many requests for help, and 
from so many interests. There has never 
been a year when so many new lines of 
work were initiated. Besides carrying on 
the regular lines of work, the Board has 
reached into many new fields. And right 
now I think we’ve arrived at the time when 
we must consider problems which may con- 
front the industry in the near future. 

It’s very fortunate in this emergency that 
we’ve had so much information about meat 
on hand. A world of facts has been accum- 
ulated in the Board’s research program— 
the kind of facts that can be put to every- 
day use. 

Research is bringing us the kind of in-

formation about meat that we need to know. 
The subject of protein is arousing a lot of 
interest—as much as the subject of vita- 
mins. 

The Board began studies some time ago 
to learn more about meat proteins. We’ve 
known for a long time that meat is an ex- 
cellent protein food. So we now have work 
under way to secure more facts about pro- 
tein and the amino acid content of meat. 
These studies will take time, but we’ve made 
a good beginning. We’re also finding out just 
how important meat proteins are in building 
up the protein of the blood, and in building 
up resistance to infection. At the same 
time we’re digging out more facts about the 
vitamins of meat and other nutrients found 
in meat. 

The Board has been making good prog- 
ress this past year in the field of meat cook- 
ery. We launched a new program to help 
solve some of the meat cookery problems of 
restaurants, hotels, and other institutions 
which serve food in large quantities. 

This program followed a very intensive 
study carried on in cooperation with a lead- 
ing university. The results of that study 
are covered in a new book. It’s title is 
“Cooking Meat in Quantity,” and hotels and 
restaurants all over the country are already 
making good use of it. 

We all know of the interest right now in 
food conservation. We know that one way

Meat cooked at a Prod — 
erature is more tender and tastes bet 
ter than when a high temperature js used, 
This past year, we’ve carried on many tests 
on temperature control. The facts were dis 
covered about the value of low heat in cook. 
ing meat are being used in homes, in hotels 
— restaurants, by our armed forces and 
others. 


The Board has just lately developed some- 
thing which I feel has long been needed—a 
course of study in meat and nutrition for 
our elementary schools. This, in my opinion 
is a field which needs a lot of attention 
Through this course, school children will be 
taught valuable lessons about meat. They’l] 
learn about the value of meat and other 
foods in building strong healthy bodies, 
That’s the kind of work that builds for a 
long time ahead. 


Our new sound motion picture will be 
available for high schools, colleges and uni- 
versities about September 1. I’m very sure 
that this new film will be just as popular 
as our “Meat and Romance” film which has 
been shown to more than 8 million persons, 
The title of this new movie is “The Way to 
a Man’s Heart.” It’s an interesting picture. 
It brings out practical information about 
the place of meat in proper nutrition, as 
well as the latest facts about meat cookery. 
The Board has now completed about three 
and a half years of service to the armed 
forces. We started this program in the 
Army at its request, and since that time it 
has been extended to the Navy. This is a 
program of instruction in the cutting, cook- 
ing, carving, serving and conservation of 
meat. The records show that this work has 
reached Army posts and Naval bases across 
the country. Army and Navy officers tell 
us that this program for meat has been a 
real help in solving their problems in the 
handling, use and conservation of meat. 

They say that because of this program 
the boys in the service are better-fed. If 
we’ve been responsible for this alone, the 
work for the armed forces is justified. No 
other food interest in America has carried

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am told that already some retailers are ex- 
perimenting in the merchandising of pack- 
aged meats, to be sold from self-service dis- 
play cases. If I don’t miss my guess we’re 
going to witness tremendous competition 
among foods. What’s more, foods are going 
to be sold more and more on the basis of 
their food value. 

I’m sure there never will be a substitute 
for meat—that nothing will take the place 
of steaks, roasts and chops. But there will 
be plenty of problems which will require 
the best thought and effort of all of us. We 
must be sure that the position of meat as an 
essential food is not only maintained but 
strengthened. We must continue to dig out 
the facts about the food value of meat and 
to see that they reach homemakers, edu- 
cators, and other groups. 

This program for meat has gone forward 
in my opinion, because every branch of the 
live stock and meat industry is behind it. 
Men of the feedlot and the range—men who 
market our meat animals—men who process 
our meat supply—and men who sell meat 
across the retail counter—are all working 
together in behalf of their own food pro- 
duct.

Not that other states and other sections 
fe do not have or offer tops, nor that Virginia 
has a monopoly on all the good or top:cattle 
in the land. However, Virginia, as a state has 
its share of herds that will compare favor- 
ably with those of most any state. The slo- 
gan for the October 9th sale at Warrenton 
might be “The Tops are Offered in Virginia” 


for that is just what the consignors to the 
Warrenton event are doing. Not all sales 
staged in Virginia offer all tops nor do 
all sales in other states offer all tops.

The offering 
for the “Spotlight” sale warrants plenty of 
publicity, whether it be by word of mouth 
or the spreading of a lot of printer’s ink. 
Those, who read or hear statements relative 
to the 1944 sale consignment to be sold Oc- 
tober 9th, need fear little exaggeration, and 
the readers’ comments when they see the 
cattle or read the catalog will be compli- 
mentary. 

Now a good offering merits a good crowd 
of breeders. A good offering merits favor- 
able prices and a rightful premium over the 
average sale price of cattle at auction. The 
above statement brings to mind a question 
heard in recent years, or rather a series of 
questions, which all pertain to the same 
thing. Questions such as: Have we reached 
our peak in the cattle business? Are we in 
a strictly seller’s market? Can prospective 
breeders afford to pay current prices for 
their seed stock? Are subsequent earnings 
possible with the present prices of breeding 
stock? 

To answer these questions that we haven't 
reached the peak; that we are not strictly 
in a seller’s market; that prospective breed- 
ers can afford to pay present day prices and 
that earnings are possible might appear to 
be to many readers a lot of foolhardy 
guessing or wishful thinking. However, 
studying the business as it should be 
studied; checking facts as they should be 
checked and thinking about the real future 
of the business, the answers will be about 
as they appear above. 

I doubt if any breed has ever reached its 
peak in the business. Certainly, present in- 
dications are not that Aberdeen-Angus are 
slowing down in their popularity over the 
country. More new members, more sales of 
cattle, more registrations and more trans- 
fers of cattle does not indicate the peak 
has been reached. It does indicate a strong 
demand and a healthy demand for the 
future business of breeders. However, the 
view of the peak having been reached may 
refer strictly to price. I still doubt that the 
peak has been reached as to top prices, but 
if it has, that still doesn’t endanger the 
future of the business. I have been told that 
prices are going down in 1944 from what 
they were in 1943. At the 1943 National 
sale, the top prices were below that of 1944 
by several thousands of dollars, for a bull 
brought four times that of last year’s top, 
and another three times that of last year’s 
top with others well up in the price range.

A sellers’ or a buyers’ market. That's 
strictly from a speculative viewpoint and 
as such must be determined by the pros. 
pective buyer. There were those two and 
three years back, who thought the time was 
ripe to sell and now regret that they did 
sell. Price alone does not make a sellers’ 
or a buyers’ market. The objective should 
be to get value for your investment and 
then protect that investment by wise oper- 
ation. Good cattle always have a demand 
and as such might always be classed as 
being in a seller’s market, but again if they 
do always have a good demand they are 
surely a wise investment and are thusly a 
buyer’s gain if he buys. 

The good cattle never sell too high and 
the inferior kind when offered as a foun- 
dation for a herd to produce select seed 
stock are always too high regardless of 
their initial cost, be it high or low. The 
poor beast usually eats more and gains 
less, produces less and sells for far less, and 
is accordingly the “highest priced.” 

The “Spotlight Sale” at Warrenton should 
result in a good average. How much is a

Thousands of new and efficient tools have 
been developed during this short period. 

I have mentioned these general subjects 
pertaining to changes that you see on the 
horizon because the world of tomorrow, its 
economy, competition between synthetic 
foods and farm produced foods and cloth- 
ing will determine whether the growing of 
beef cattle will remain a prosperous busi- 
ness, and whether the Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle breeders will continue to produce greater 
or small numbers of cattle. 

The general picture indicates that it will 
be necessary for us, Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ers, to produce more efficient cattle in the 
future. Our cattle will not only have to 
compete with other breeds but also with the 
substitute foods that have been produced 
and highly advertised during the present 
crisis. 

Unfortunately there have not been any 
new tools developed for the rapid improve- 
ment of our beef cattle. We have the same 
tools that were given to Adam and Eve in 
the Garden of Eden and our only hope is 
that we may understand and use these tools 
more efficiently. 

I must be more specific in my discussion 
because you have asked me to discuss ques- 
tions pertaining to Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
in the South. I come from a state which, 
due to the diversity of the soil, its topo- 
graphy, its crops, and its people, is quite 
representative of much of that great sec-

Dixon Line. I believe that the conditions 
and problems of the live stock growers are 
quite similar to those of the twelve states 
stretching from eastern Texas to Virginia, 
the section commonly known as the Cotton 
Belt area. This is a vast country where 
cotton has been King and where cotton has 
been the one cash crop for decades and 
where cattle until recently were of a more 
or less inferior type usually confined to the 
wooded, cut over and untilled lands. 

During the past fifteen years there has 
been a greatly awakened interest in past- 
ures and crop diversification in the entire 
southland and today it must be considered 
a very promising cattle producing area. In 
fact, with the development of good pastures 
and other roughage crops, the elimination 
of the fever tick, the finding of controls 
for parasites and the general contro] and 
elimination of anthrax and other live stock 
diseases common to the South this great 
area has suddenly boomed into an extensive 
cattle producing territory. 

Large numbers of pure bred and high 
grade cattle have been shipped in from your 
section of the midwest and from the western 
states. We have received Aberdeen-Angus, 
Herefords, Shorthorns and Brahmans. For 
instance, in my state with which I am much 
more familiar, pure bred and high grade 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle have moved into al- 
most all sections of it. Due to a few foun- 
dation herds that were established thirty or 
more years ago, aS many of you know, the 
largest number of our pure bred Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle are now located on the plains 
of northeast Arkansas and the hills of 
northwest Arkansas. In both of these sec-

You may ask then what type of Aberdeen- 


Angus cattle will meet your needs best. In 
the first place the market demands an aii- 
mal that matures rapidly and one that car- 
ries flesh at weaning time. In other words 
the mothers of these calves must be early 
maturing, large, strong, cows that produce 
a sufficient quantity of milk to produce 
maximum growth in their calves. These 
mothers must be prolific and long lived. 


These commercial calves must be sold by — 


the pound which means that in addition to 
being in the grade of choice or fancy select- 
ed they must be of sufficient size to insure 
a total income sufficient to make the busi- 
ness profitable. The ability to resist disease 
and parasites and to become acclimated to 
somewhat higher temperatures than the av- 
erage corn belt temperature is also essen- 
tial in the cattle of this southern area. 
Whether or not the growing of beef cat- 
tle continues in the South and the industry 


remains on the farm as a portion of the |

It is true that we have 
our show ring records and the expert 
opinion of the owners in addition to the 
pedigrees and our own personal evaluation 
of the animals but we need a specific meas- 
ure for each breeding animal. I wonder too, 
if a mating that is planned to produce a 
show winner is the same mating that you 
would make if your goal were the produc- 
tion of a prepotent sire or dam.

Angus cattle, this is what he wrote us: “In 
1932 we purchased our first registered Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cows, since that time we have 
heen buying and adding a few top individ- 
uals as we have found them. We have se- 
lected these cows from the Kershaw, Ful- 
jerton, and Hollinger herds, also from the 
Eylar Ranch dispersion sale last year. We 
now have a herd of about sixty good cows, 
fourteen of which we will sell in our com- 
ing auction sale in conjunction with Mr. 
Peirce, here at our farm on Monday, Sep- 
tember 4th. 

“In 1940 we bought the Gus Brandenburg 
herd of cows at Riley, Kansas. This herd 
had been built upon cows purchased from 
the Strathmore herd at Webster City, Iowa. 
Many of these cows were granddaughters 
of the International grand champion Revo- 
lution 7th, a son of the International grand 
champion Blackcap Revolution, perhaps the 
most outstanding breeding son of old Earl 
Marshall. We have left at this time about 
ten of the tops from this purchase. 

“In 1939 in the Kershaw sale we pur- 
chased Revolution of Muskogee 544255, a 
son of the many times champion Revolution 
8ist, who was by Blackcap Revolution. He 
has sired many top show cattle for us. Ev- 
erybody who has seen this bull and his 
calves like them. 

“In 1940 we bought from the El-Jon show 
herd of John & Elliott Brown, a son of En- 
vious Blackeap B. 6th, and from the good 
show cow Revianna 559089; that year he 
was undefeated in class at all the big shows. 
There will be some good granddaughters 
and grandsons of this great breeding bull 
in our sale. This bull died early so we did 
not get many females from him. 

“In 1941 we bought a bull in the J. Gar- 
rett Tolan sale. This is Eileenmere 374th 
603958, a son of the International grand

champion Eileenmere 85th 470007, whose 
dam is Blackcap Lady F. 63d 484511. This 
year the older part of our show herd is sired 
by this bull and we will show a get by him 
at all the shows. I believe that he will 
prove himself as a great sire as soon as you 
see his calves as they are the good low set 
kind. There will be calves at foot of some 
of the cows that are sired by Eileenmere 
374th and some of the heifers selling are his 
daughters. 

“In 1942 we purchased at the Kansas 
State Fair, out of the El-Jon show herd, a 
son of Envious Blackcap B. 10th 566877, 
whose dam is Blackberry 59th 470010. This 
is Envious Eileenmere 3d. We have a few 
very promising calves by this bull, as you 
will remember having seen them when you 
were here the other day. This bull is at- 
tractive. There will be some cows with 
calves at foot and rebred and some of the 
bred heifers are bred to Envious Eileenmere 
3d. I am sure everyone will like this bull 
and his calves. 

“This is our third draft sale, and we had 
an average of $263.00 in 1942, the cattle 
going to Florida, Kansas, Missouri, and Ok- 
lahoma. In 1943 our sale averaged the 
same and cattle went to Kansas, Okla- 
homa, and Texas. These cattle have all 


gone out and done a good job for their new 
owners as they were in good thrifty condi- 
tion. We did not do much showing and did 
not sell much until the first sale of the 
Mid - Kansas Aberdeen- Angus Breeders 
which was in 1940. We had the top female 
of that sale and have had some of the tops 
ever since. This year we had the champion 
female and the top selling individual in the 
Kansas State sale. She sold to Carlton Cor- 
bin of Ada, Oklahoma, at $775.00. At the 
Fort Worth sale in March, we had the top 
selling heifer and the second top selling 
bull. These were both just yearlings at the 
average of $575.00. We thought this was 
a nice average. The heifer went to J. W. 
Stanford, of Richardson, Texas. We did 
not show any breeding cattle until 1942 
which was at the Kansas State Free Fairs 
at Topeka and Hutchinson. We have shown 
there ever since and also at Denver, Fort 
Worth, and the American Royal and have 
had a nice showing at all these fairs and 
stood at the top and next to the top many 
times. 

“At Fort Worth, our last show this year, 
we had three firsts, three seconds, four 
thirds, and grand champion female on Pret- 
ty Marie of Maize 648630. We had nine 
head at Fort Worth all bred and owned by 
us. We are very proud of this record, as 
a beginner in the show business. Before we 
started showing breeding cattle, we showed 
4-H steers winning championships at the 
Kansas State Fairs, the Kansas National 
Fat Stock Show and many County Fairs, 
showing the champion Aberdeen-Angus steer 
at Denver in 1943, the champion Aberdeen- 
Angus steer and reserve grand champion of 
the show at the Houston Fat Stock Show, 
Houston, Texas, this year. 

“Here is hoping you will see more of our 
show cattle in the future.”

HE first cattle bought were seventeen 
| steers and twenty-one unregistered 
yearling heifers in April 1937. The 
first bull, Burgess E., a grandson of the 
International grand champion Revolution 
7th was added at this time. The steers 
were kept eleven months and the profit on 
them more than paid for the heifers. They 
were fed five months and brought 50c over 
top at Kansas City. 

In October 1939 Mr. Peirce purchased 
forty-two registered heifer calves from 
Johnson Workman. Prince Eralan of Sun- 
beam was the next herd bull, purchased in 
June 1940. 


Several granddaughters of Bell Boy M. 
K. were bought in October at the Eastern 
Iowa sale. One of them being the second 
top and bred to Bell Boy A. Her calf was 
first in class at several spring shows and 
was sold as a two year old in the Kansas 
State sale where he was reserve champion. 

The next purchases were a Bandolier 
bull and heifer selected from the Henry 
Schmuecker herd at Amana, Iowa, early in 
1941, as were two outstanding bred heifers 
from Charles Bates, Ada, Oklahoma. They 
were McKenny breeding. 

The only other purchases were six very

in each sale. Don’t hesitate to put the knife 
to inferior type bulls, they will bring more 
as steers than they will at auction. Ther 
is no place in the program of improving the 
breed that includes selling inferior animals 
either bulls or females. Remember this if 
you expect your buyers to return vear after 
year to select animals from your sales, 

Auction sales are not for the purpose of 
culling herds. Everyone can raise ordinary 
cattle, buyers want to purchase individuals 
for herd improvement.’ For that reason you 
must offer quality and type or suffer the 
consequences. Whenever you offer an ani- 
mal and it brings as much money at auction 
as you would pay for another of like type 
and quality consider it well sold for no one 
on the seats will pay you more than the 
final bid placed with the auctioneer.

Because the war has brought restrictions 
to travel you and your readers may be in- 
terested to learn of some of the activities 
pertaining to Aberdeen-Angus here in the 
West. Frankly, we are proud of the work 
and results obtained out here in the past 
three or four years. 

Without question Aberdeen-Angus are 
now a fixture on the West coast or to put 
it more broadly in the seven Western States, 
the area embraced by our Association. You 
know that other beef breeds preceded our 
breed out here and quite naturally the 
Blacks had much ground to make up before 
they could start to obtain the recognition 
they so richly deserve. That they have 
done, and now their popularity is growing 
by leaps and bounds. It was not easy eith- 
er because many obstacles, both deserved 
and undeserved, were thrown in their path. 
Let me tell you just a few of the things 
they have done to win their spurs and they 
did it the hard way. 

Practically all of our cattle are raised on 
the range where the animals have to rustle 
for their feed. Sometimes it is on the des- 
ert, sometimes on the rough and tough 
mountains, sometimes in the lush alfalfa 
fields and permanent pastures and some- 
times in the rolling, feed abundant hills. 
Cattle out here have to take what they can 
get be it hot or cold, be it green and plen- 
tiful or dry and sparce. What is more our 
cattlemen demand the best an animal has

to give under any and all of these condi- 
tions. Cattle in the West must produce, or 
else. And Aberdeen-Angus have done all 
that has been asked of them every time 
they have been given a chance. There is a 
man in the desert land who tells the story 
of being in the business for thirty-seven 
years. Four years ago he tried the Blacks 
for the first time in a cross-breeding pro- 
gram. As yearlings these cross-bred calves 
weighed thirty-one pounds more than the 
straight bred calves of the other breed un- 
der identical conditions. Of course there 
were no horns to take off the cross-breds 
and no cancer-eye to lower their market 
value. This man, as a result of his exper- 
ience, will this year complete his program 
of selling off the breed he did have on his 
ranch and when January 1945 comes he will 
have an entire herd of Aberdeen-Angus. 
The Blacks earned their right with him. 


Another ranch in the rolling hills of Cali- 
fornia tried Aberdeen-Angus bulls in a 
cross-breeding program because’ they 
couldn’t help themselves. A neighbor had 
Blacks and as bulls are sometimes apt to 
do they climbed, jumped or broke down the 
fence and spring brought a crop of some 
forty little rascals that had Black daddys 
and mothers of another breed. These cattle 
weighed one hundred three pounds more 
as two year-olds than the other calves on 
the ranch who were not so fortunate as to 
have Aberdeen-Angus for sires. The answer 
is obvious. Just last week the brothers 
who own this ranch asked where they could 
buy more Aberdeen-Angus females. Again 
the Blacks had earned their right. 

A middle-aged man who operated a dairy 
had the misfortune to have something de- 
velop in the muscles of his arms so as to 
impair the use of those limbs. His doctor 
advised him to quit dairying and with a 
ranch on his hands and no knowledge of any 
other business he decided to go into the beef 
cattle. This ranch is high in the moun- 
tains, rough going for any beast, and any- 
one could see that the animals were of ne- 
cessity going to be required to hustle for 
their feed. Aberdeen-Angus were chosen 
and they have delivered in such a substan- 
tial way that the herd has now grown to 
maximum ranch carrying capacity and 
neighbors, are following suit by starting to 
build Black herds too.

fieldmen and the fieldmen of the American 
Aberdeen-Angus’ Breeders’ Association, 
bought at private treaty and public sales 
Blacks, bred in the purple, and a credit to 
both seller and buyer. Though most of our 
herds are not large the owners feel they 
want to increase with caution and develop 
herds of top quality because the West has 
the possibilities of becoming the greatest 
market in the world for commercial and 
registered females and registered bulls. Our 
people feel the responsibility that is theirs 
and are doing their best to protect the rep- 
utation of the breed by bringing only ani- 
mals to the West capable of upholding the 
traditions established through the past gen- 
erations.

The live stock program at California 
Polytechnic differs from that of any other 
state technical college in the nation, in that 
students at San Luis Obispo carry on a self. 
owned project program in addition to their 
class work. Young men attending the cl. 
lege own, raise and market more than 
$40,000.00 worth of their own live stock in 
an average peace time year. 


Students do all the work in connection 
with the college foundation herds, consist. 
ing now of Aberdeen-Angus, Hereford and 
Shorthorn beef cattle, as well as dairy cat- 
tle, sheep and swine. Boys also buy off- 
spring from the foundation herds for breed- 
ing stock which they take back to home 
farms located in virtually every county of 
the state. Graduating students have taken 
home as many as ten to fifteen head of 
breeding stock, with which to start their 
own high producing herds. Feeders are al- 
so bought from the college and outside, to 
be raised for market as part of the student- 
owned and student-income projects. Sales 
of the fat animals help many boys pay their 
college expenses. 


The college is also the service institution 
for the Future Farmers of America pr- 
gram in nearly 200 California high schools. 
Many of the 10,000 high school vocational 
agriculture students in these FFA chapters 
buy young breeding stock from the college 
to add to their home farming programs. 
Thus, the location of a herd of Aberdeen- 
Angus at the college means not mere local 
instruction or experimentation, but spread- 
ing good breeding stock throughout Califor- 
nia, through Cal Poly college graduates, and 
high school FFA purchasers.

Beats all the action the Association can

In Lisle Sheldon’s monthly letter we find 
this item: “To those of you who plan to en- 
ter animals in any of these sales may we 
offer this word of counsel . . . advertise 
what you are going to offer and get your 
copy to the paper or magazine you choose 
to advertise in as quickly as possible. Space 
in all publications is at a premium. There 
are two reasons... the first is, advertising 
pays dividends and ‘on their toes’ breeders 
are buying space. The second reason is 
there is a shortage of paper. If you think 
the first reason does not make sense, just 
take a look at S. C. Fullerton, Otto Battles, 
Ravenswood Farm, Monarca Manor Farms. 
Standard Oil, Texaco, Wrigley Gum and 
Ivory Soap. We do not believe they would 
advertise unless it was profitable.” 

(Editor’s note: This might be a good 
place for the Aberdeen-Angus Journal to 
get in a word or two about your consign- 
ments to the coming sales. As Mr. Sheldon 
has said “advertising pays,” and more it 
pays big dividends. Consignments of qual- 
ity need all the competition available, and 
available competition depends entirely upon 
the scope of territory covered in the presen- 
tation of your cattle. When considering ad- 
vertising space please do not forget that 
The Aberdeen-Angus Journal, the official 
publication for the breed for twenty-five 
years, the publication that devotes all its 
time to the presentation of this one great 
breed of cattle, reaches an interested clien- 
tele, in fact reaches your prospective buy- 
ers in the main.

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ing an accurate survey throughout the 

state, doubtless there would be revealed 
some astounding figures showing the num- 
ber of cross bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 
This practice, or process, as it may be called 
has been going on in a marked degree for 
some six or seven years. 

Let us now break down this crossing into 
separate breeds in order to get a better sur- 
vey. For instance Jerseys—few 
people stop to realize the mil- 
lions of Jerseys and part Jer- 
seys comprising the 82 million 
cattle in these United States. 
This heretofore milking breed of 
cattle is now contributing a 
large portion of good beef to the 
war effort due to the crossing 
of beef breeds of cattle on them 
a few years ago. In Texas, this 
cross breeding practice has now 
definitely turned to that of us- 
ing ‘“‘Aberdeen-Angus Bulls” on 
Jerseys and cold blooded cattle, 
in preference to any other breed. 
This preference is of course due 
to the fact that these Aberdeen- 
Angus cross breeds bring more 
money. They bring more money because 
they weigh more and sell for a higher fig- 
ure, and mature faster. This in turn is true 
because they have not been set back by de- 
horning, are solid color, thus showing prac- 
tically no cold blood. It is not unusual to 
see these calves on the market bring prac- 
tically the same figure that straight bred 
calves bring. This of course does not hold 
true after the calves mature to 300 or 400 
pounds when they begin to show their breed 
character more. 

There have been many instances brought 
to my attention where a farmer has had 
twenty-five or thirty Jersey cows standing 
him an investment of $50.00 or $60.00 per 
head and sell the calves off these cows year 
in and year out for as much as he paid for 
the cows. A farmer would have to have a 
government job to beat that. 

Possibly there is no other place in the 
United States where we might compare the 
coastal regions of Texas as far as the cattle 
are concerned. By this we mean the Brah- 
ma cattle. This breed rules the roost, fig- 
uratively speaking, due to climatic condi- 
tions. The Brahma is very thick hided, thus 
they can withstand the terrific humid heat 
and the bite of the mosquito and tick. Other 
breeds of cattle simply don’t do as well. 
Cross breeding Aberdeen-Angus bulls on 
Brahmas has scored again by producing the 
same pleasing and profitable results. The 
first cross is almost 100% black, about 95% 
hornless and about 200% more desirable in 
the eyes of the packers. It takes the second 
cross however to dispose of the hump on 
the weathers, shorten and widen the head 
and lift up the flop ears. It is not at all 
uncommon for ranchers in that locality to

each own around 500 to 1000 head, thus 
you may well see the vast possibilities of 
supplying hundreds of bulls there each year 
as this practice is yet in its infancy. The 
cross breeding results have spread by leaps 
and bounds with the same profits as in the 
previous breed just discussed. 

The Essar Ranch at San Antonio has con- 
tributed in no small degree to the popular- 
ity of this cross through their untiring ef- 


‘ forts and experiments with the

Captain A. T. McDannald, of 
Houston, Texas, is another ex- 
tensive rancher who deserves 
credit for his efforts in popu- 
larizing this cross and we can 
well expect untold business from 
this region. 

Last and certainly not least 
it might be well to reveal the 
growing practice of crossing 
Aberdeen-Angus bulls on Here- 
fords. This breed of course 
holds the light in Texas as far 
as numbers are concerned but 
the Aberdeen-Angus bull holds 
a definite light in the eve of the 
Hereford breeder—that power 
to cross his Hereford heifers and sire small 
boned calves, thus letting the heifer calve

practically no death loss. 

It is a definite fact that calves sired by 
Aberdeen-Angus bulls are smaller at birth 
than those sired by Hereford bulls. There- 
fore many Hereford ranchers swallow their 
pride and sell Aberdeen-Angus vealers from 
time to time in order to profit from the 
practice. The writer calls them Aberdeen- 
Angus because a black white-faced calf cer- 
tainly looks more Aberdeen-Angus' than 
Hereford. But regardless, these calves are 
very popular on the market and demand 
good prices because some feeder knows 
what he can do with them. It is not un- 
usual to see these matured finished steers 
come back and top the market. 


Not long ago an unprejudiced breeder 
made the statement: “There is more dif- 
ference in a bad Aberdeen-Angus and a good 
Aberdeen-Angus than there is in a good 
Aberdeen-Angus and a good Hereford.”

The Reasons why Any Prospective Buyer should buy 
Aberdeen-Angus are so Convincing that it does not 
take Anyone long to make up his mind; when view-

HEN THERE IS A MEETING of 

YW Averdeen-Angus Breeders or a meet- 
ing of cattle men the question is very 

often asked why certain breeders started in 
the business with their favorite breed. To 
go back forty-four years, I will say that it 
was after writing one letter that caused 
me to definitely decide that Aberdeen-An- 
s was the beef breed for me. In 1900 my 
father, the late Sam H. Hill, told me that 
if | would decide on Aberdeen-Angus he 
would put me in the pure bred business. My 
reply was that I wanted to write one letter 
before I made my decision. I wrote the 
late Al Boyce, Sr., at that time manager of 
the XIT Ranch in the panhandle of Texas. 
The letter was short and was worded to 
bring out the comparison of Aberdeen-An- 
gus with the other beef breeds on the range. 
I asked if Aberdeen-Angus, bred as well, 
matured as early and were as good rustlers 
as the other beef breeds? The late Al 
Boyce, Jr., answered my letter in these 
words, “We have been running the three 
beef breeds Hereford, Shorthorn and Aber- 
deen-Angus, for fourteen years. Aberdeen- 
Angus breed as well, mature as early and 
are better rustlers than any cattle.” When 
I received this letter my father went to San 
Antonio and bought three young cows with 
heifer calves at side and the two year old 
bull, Leon Bonnir, that was first prize bull 
calf at the San Antonio International Fair. 
The reasons why any prospective buyer 
should buy Aberdeen-Angus are so convinc- 
ing that it does not take anyone long to 
make up their mind. Last winter a friend 
of mine, a Hereford breeder was thinking 
of making a change. He spent about $18.00 
phoning men that he was sure would answer 
his questions from a dollar and cents point 
of view. When he had gotten all the in- 
formation he wanted, he phoned me to come 
to his office. He asked me a few questions 
and said he had made up his mind to sell 
his registered Herefords and buy some com- 
mercial Aberdeen-Angus heifers or cows. 
He asked me what I considered the differ- 
ence in value of an Aberdeen-Angus cow 
and a Hereford of the same quality. I told 
him that he could give $20.00 per head more 
for Aberdeen-Angus cows and make more 
money on his investment than if he had it 
in Herefords. He then told me how much 
he had spent phoning for this information 
and said my figure was just about average. 
I told him he could pay $100.00 for a three 
year old Hereford cow and $120.00 for a 
three year old Aberdeen-Angus cow and 
keep them until they were twelve years old 
and sell seven calves off of each of them. 
The Aberdeen-Angus calves would sell for 
$1.00 per hundred more than the Herefords; 
ona four hundred pound calf, that is $4.00 


per head on seven calves it would amount 
to $28.00. 

At the end of the twelve years he would 
have more Aberdeen-Angus cows left than 
he would Herefords for he would not be cul- 
ling out cancer eyed cows in the Aberdeen- 
Angus and certainly would have to in the 
Herefords. There is no calf that can be 
produced as cheaply as an Aberdeen-Angus. 
The man referred to is Mr. H. G. Whitaker, 
of San Angelo. I know of several pros- 
pective buyers (now breeding Herefords) 
that would sell their Herefords and buy Ab- 
erdeen-Angus if it was not for having to pay 
a big income on cattle that they had bred 
and at the same time pay a premium of 
$10.00 to $20.00 per head to make the 
change.

We all know that this territory 
has been more or less of a one crop farm- 
ing area and only of late years have these 
planters awakened to the fact that there is 
a place for live stock in their operations 
and that there are thousands of dollars in 
roughage that has no marketable value go- 
ing to waste annually on their plantations 
that could be converted into hard dollars 
with good cattle. 

The farm labor situation in the South at 
this time is very critical and it is necessary 
that they convert large acreages into past- 
ure land that will bring about a large de- 
mand for beef cattle. The Louisiana breed- 
ers of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle may 
look forward for a very active demand for 
their production in the future and I ques- 
tion very much whether their production 
would be ample to supply this growing de- 
mand so the outside breeders may also look 
forward to a very strong demand for their 
cattle from this great state. I must say 
that there is a very great need for more 
field work from the publicity standpoint as 
well as breed promotion and the men who 
are responsible for these activities should 
make plans for a full development of this 
great state in promoting the Aberdeen-An- 
gus breed.

discover any excuse for tough beef although 

[have observed that there is more of it than 
ender. There are several causes for tough 
beef but the most common cause is scrub 
breeding. As long as beef raisers persist 
in raising tough beef, they will have a tough 
time getting more people to eat the stuff 
and furthermore the soybean might have a 
chance after all. I have been told that im- 
proper curing is another cause for tough 
beef. After you knock a steer in the head 
and skin him, he is not ready for eating 
right that minute. You ought to hang him 
up in a cold place with the temperature 
dern near freezing and leave him there for 
several days before he really gets good. This 
is called ripening or aging and I suppose 
is comparable to ripening corn liquor in a 
charred keg. Well, the great demand for 
beef during the war has caused packers in 
some cases to sell the beef before it really 
ripens and therefore we have some tough 
beef from what would otherwise be good 
stuff. 

Corn-fed beef is generally considered 
somewhat better than grass fed beef al- 
though there is considerable argument on 
this point. It has been proved by various 
experimentors that with two steers of equal 
quality, one corn fattened the other grass 
fattened, beef from the grasser is just as 
good as that from the corn fed brute. How- 
ever, this does not prove anything much be- 
cause the average corn fed steer simply 
will grade higher. 

Well, I could go on at much greater 
length reporting the results of my research 
and observations in eating beef but since 
the government has requested a conserva- 
tion of paper I shall stop with these few 
facts but as with all scientific papers of 
this nature I consider it essential to give a 


summary. ° 
THE SUMMARY 

1. The soybean will probably not replace 
the beef steak. 

2. The same is true of the synthetic beef. 

3. Breeders of pure bred cattle should 
consider loins, ribs and rounds most in shap- 
ing their type since these sell for highest 
prices and return greatest profits. 

4. You cannot have the above (No. 3) 
without having chucks, rumps, stew beef 
and the like, however, they are quite accept- 
able if properly prepared. 

5. Cattle raisers are responsible for most 
of the tough beef. They should stop pro- 
ducing it. 

6. Feeding corn to beef steers is OK be- 
cause 1t makes the beef sell higher.

In discussing the percentage of show 
cattle, that have not become producers, one 
who should know, having owned and oper. 
ated a herd as well as having seen many 
show cattle at the shows and later in dif- 
ferent breeding herds, (name on request) 
he stated that he doubted if the percentage 
would reach one percent. It is _ highly 
probable that the same percentage of un- 
fitted cattle do not become producers, so 
over fitting or show ring fitting cannot be 
considered very ruinous to the business of 


a fitted one. When an animal is fitted, the 
buyer knows that his selection has the abil- 
ity to put on meat, to lay it on smoothly 
and to appear as the pictures of cattle ap- 
pear, when used for publicity purposes. We 
do not state that fitted cattle make better 
producers, that would not be correct, they 
may become equally good producers, not 
because of the fitting, but, because of their 
type and breeding. For the breeder, who is 
consigning cattle to an auction it is defin- 
itely of value to fit his offering for he will 
be amply repaid for his feed bill and his 
extra efforts by the price he will secure 
from the buyers on the seats. Those at- 
tending the Maryland fall sale can expect 
to find and will find a well fitted group of 
sale cattle, and that’s what is termed in the 
notes we have at hand as “Reel Number 
One”.
